TO BE ALARMING.

His Disease Alleged toe Be Cancer of the 
Stomach—A Decision Against John Dil- 
lon—Movements of the Russians in At- 
ghanistan—Gen. Boulanger’s Bill for the 
Experimental Mobilization of the French 
Army—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, May 9.—It is no longer possible to 
disregard the rumors which repeatedly gained 
currency lately, concerning Parneli’s 
health. His private lite, as every one 
knows, is passed in Mie completest se- 
clusion. The Irish members, even if they 
knew, would not, of course, communicate to 
the outeide world any unwelcome news about 
him. From another souree, however, which 
I am compelled to regard as trustworthy, I 
learn that the health of the Irish leader 
is not only bad, but positively 
alarming. My informant went 80 far as to 
add that even his participation in the future 
political struggle is doubtful. I have 
reason to believe, put cannot state posi- 
tively, that his iliness is due to cancer 
in the stomach. His absence at this time is 
naturally the subject of much remark. On 
several occasions, lately, decisions important 
to the party have necessarily been come to 
without even consulting him. 

THE MALIGNANT AND COWARDLY ATTACKS 
that have been rained upon him for some time 
past, have, I know, caused him very great 
suffering. In the extreme case, his death, it 
would be no exaggeration to say that the 
methods of his political enemies killed 
him. With regard to the division 
Friday night, refusing the select 
Committee, Ilearn thata deputation of Con- 
servative members waited upon the Irish 
party to say that if the latter were willing that 
the scope of the proposed committee beso 
enlarged as to include the Parneil let- 
ter, they, representing a considerabie number 
of Conservatives, would support Gladstone’s 
amendment. The Irishmen consulted Glad- 
stone, Moriey and Dillon, and subsequently 
said they were willing to have 
it so enlarged as to include any 
charge made by anybody against any 
Irish member Then the Conservatives nailed 
on Smith. He instantly said that if any inde- 
pendent attion was taken among his follow- 
ers he would resign. The matter, therefore, 
wag dropped. 

JOHN BRIGHT DISPLEASED. 

In consequence of the hostile vote of the 
Liberal Council in hisown ward at Birming- 
ham, John Bright intimated, unofficially, that 
if his conduct is not satisfactory to his con- 
stiments, he is ready toren before division 
on Friday. I learn that the Irish members con- 
sider that they are in a fortunate position. It 
ig, they say, a case of heads, we win; tails‘ 
you lose.’’ Ifthe Government refuse the 
commission, the Irish members will be able to 
declare that they are denied the opportunity 
of vindicating themselves by the Government, 
which refuses them the chance because 
they know they are innocent. If, on the 
other hand, the Government gives way and 
grants the select committee, the Irish mem- 
bers are very confident in the belief that it 
will be impossible to produce any evidence to 
show any guilty complicity whatever between 
the leading Irish politicians and assassins and 
Invincibles,and it would be proved beyond any 
doubt that some men who took a foremost: part 
in the assassination conspiracy, were also very 
closely allied with the members whose con- 
duct has been strictly @nustitutional. Ot this 
there cannot be a stronger case than that of

who was Sccretary of the Home-Rule Confed- 
eration. He acted in that capacity at a time 
when his wife was carrying over the knives 
with which Cavendish and Burke were Killed. 
Every week a circular summoning the Com- 
mittee ofthe Federation was issued by him.That 
circular bore the names of Justin McCarthy, T. 
P. O’Connor and Byrne. The last named of 
the three is now known to have been the iead- 
ing spirit in the Invincible conspiracy down to 
the time when the Times startled the world. 
Neither McCarthy nor O’Connor had the faint. 
est idea that the man who met them every day 
in their office and with whom they were work- 
ing in the closest political association, had 
either part or lot in the grim business. This 
is a strong case of the possibility of two 
organizations going on side by side, while the 
politicians were kept absolutely in the dark as 
to the proceedings of their homicidal col- 
leagues. Sofaras the association of Byrne 
and others of the same class with politicians 
goes, nothing could be proved not already 
known.

Nearly all reports agree 
thas the loss was confined to the emigrants. 
A dispatch from Havre says that there were 
ninety emigrants among the passengers, and 
that the panic on board the vessel was terri- 


_ ble, resulting in great loss of life. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

A special from Paris to the Daily Telegraph 
gives some details that differ from the first 
dispatch. It says: The serious accident to 
the La Champagne came as a blight on the 
opening ofthe Maritime exhibition, and the 
ceremonious reception of the Cabinet Minis- 
ters. La Champagne was outward bound, and 
when off Arromanches, she was run into by 
the steamer Ville de Rio Janeiro. Her fore- 
part on the starboard side was stovein about 
a foot above the water mark. The other ves- 
sel sank shortly after the collision. There was 
a heavy fog at the time, and this increased 
the panic which reigned on board. The 
quartermaster of the ship and five men tried 
to stem the torrent, but in vain, and 
although they threatened the people with 
hatchets and other weapons many threw 
themselves headlong into the boats. In this 
way twenty people were lost. The crew and 
other passengers were taken off by the Vul- 
turess and safely landed in Havre. The 
French steamer Ville de Bordeaux, performed 
the same good offices for the Ville de Rio 
Janesiro’s crew. The captain of La Cham- 
pagne succeeded in grounding her off the Sal- 
vados coast. La Champagne isavessel of 
6,922 tons burden, and was one ofthe fastest 


of the five fine liners that run between Havre 


and New York. Her master, Capt. Traub, 
passes for ahighly efficient sailor, and was 
formerly in the navy. 

The master of the Villa de Rio Janeiro, Capt. 
Fouesnall, says that he was going at half speed 
and did not hear the fog-horn of La Cham- 
yagne, as that ot his own ship was blo#ing. 
According to reporta received at Faris last 
night, seventeen emigrant passengers and 
three ofthe crew of La Champagne were 
drowned. Itis expected that the vessel can 
be floated, asthe weather is highly favorable 
for the operation. 


The Loss of Life Exaggerated. 


Havre, May 9.—It is now stated that the re- 
ports of the loss of lite among the emigrants 
onthe French steamer La Champagne, which 
was beached after being damaged by collision 
with tue steamer Ville de Rio Janeiro, on Sat- 
urday, were exaggerated.

WILL THEY STRIKE? 


THE ANTHRACITE MINERS FIRM IN THEIR 
DEMANDS. 2 


The Operators Determined to Hold Out— 
Coke-Workers Averse to Going on a 
Strike, But Well Fixed for a Long Siege— 
Union Carpenters Go Out—Chicage Hod 
Carriers’ Troubles— The Journeymen 
Bakers Win—Labor News,

READING, Pa., May 9.— There has been no 
decision by the anthracite coal-miners to strike 
on the 10tn inst. ,’’ said a Knight of Labor of- 
ficial to-day. ‘‘The men don’t want to strike, 


but do want the 10 per centadvance. They 
sent no notice to the companies of their in- 
tention, but sent a formal petition for the in- 
crease in wages, with a request that a reply be 
returned by May 10. No ultimatum was pro- 
mulgated, and whether the increase is granted 
or not, there is noliklehood of a strike on 
Tuesday. No decision has been reached. 
Whatever the companies’ reply the Executive 
Board will first have to consider it before de- 
The miners consider 
that the prices received for coal nowand the 
condition of trade warrant an advance, but 
they have not decided to strike. 

A coal region delegate expressed the opinion 
that a strike, if ordered, would not last two 
weeks. President Carlin, himself, said the 
company could not afford to strike, and the 
miners believe he is as anxious to avert 
trouble as they are. The strike, if ordered, 
will involve 9,000 men, most of them with fam- 
ilies to support.

ARRIVAL OF THE DISTINGUISHED NATION- 
ALIST IN NEW YORK. 


An Address Presented by the Irish-Ameri- 
cans of Gotham—Eloquent Words of 
Welcome — A Canadian Clergyman on 
O’Brien’s Mission. 


NEw YORK, May 9.—The steamship Umbria, 
with Mr. William O’Brien, editor of United 
Ireland, and Bishop Ireland of Minnesota on 
board, was unable to cross the bar at high 
water this morning, on account of the fog,and 
will now remain at anchor outside untl 6 
o’clock this evening. When this news was 
communicated to the Reception Committee, 
who went early to the Cunard pier to greet the 
distinguished passengers, they at once noti- 
fied John H. Starin to procure u steamboat for 
them that they might go down the bayto ac-. 
cord the welcome. Mr. Starin expected to 
have a boat in readiness by noon. On the ar- 
rival of the party atthe Umbria the following 
address will be read to Mr. O’ Brien: 

THE ADDRESS. 

DEAR SIR—On behalf of the Irish-American 
people of our great city, we welcome you 
heartily and cordially to New York. You are 
no stranger in a strange land, for beyond the 
brief period of your former stayin this coun- 
try you have found lodgment in our hearts, 
and » welcome you again and again.

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INHUMANITIES PRAOTICED BY LANDLORDS 
TOWARD THE- HELPLESS TENANTRY. 


Only Six Years Since the Awful Work Began 
—The Utmost Toil Barely Sufficient to 
Keep Body and Soul Together—State- 
ments of the Ex-Irish Constables Now in 
New Xork-Sympathy of the Constabu- 
lary for the Evicted Tenants. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTou. 

New Tonk, May 9.—The stories of inhumant- 
ties practiced by the landlords toward help- 
less Irish tenantry, when read in book or 
newspaper, are horrible enough; but when 
these tales come direct from the men who 
have been eye-witnesses to the occurrences 
which they narrate, the wondering query 
comes to the listener: Of what material are 
these landlords made?’” Seated in a room in 
the Kenwood House, the Post- DISPATCH cor- 
respondent talked for an hour yesterday with 
three of the twelve men who arrived here the 
other day, having resigned their positions in 
the Royal Irish constabulary because they 
could no longer stand the sickening scenes 
they were forced to take part in as guardians 
of the sheriffs and bailiffs, while engaged in 
coercing the starving tenants and farmers and 
turning them out of doors and their homes, 
The men were James McNulty, Andrey 
McAntee and John O’Rourke. They told of 
the way in which the constabulary were dis- 
tributed all over Ireland, compelled to be 
always ready at the beck or nod of the Sheriff 
to march to the work of spoliation. The con- 
stabulary are held at stations a few miles 
apart throughout the Island, eight or ten men 
at each station, and the only work they are 
called upon to do ig that which the Sheriff pro- 
vides for them. 

It would seem that in former years there 
could have been some little spark of pity in 
the heart of the landlord, said McNulty, ‘‘for 
it is only within the last six years that things 
have come to the dreadful state that they are 
at present. Buteach year seems to be worse 
than the one preceding, and God knows what 
will happen it 

THE AWFUL WORK GOES ON. 
There is no profitat all n the farming. All 
that a man can hope to do by his utmost toil is 
barely to keep body and soul together in him- 
selfand family. If he fails the least behind in 
his rent the baliffs are on him at once and his 
cattle are seized upon and carried off. Then 
if his land be left to him, it is only that he may 
grow a crop for the landlord, for if he plucks 
up heart enough to till the soll, down comes 
the Sheriff on him as soon as the crop is grown, 
and bis little effecte—a stool or two, perhaps 


a table and a bed—are flung out on 
the road and a can of coal oil 
scattered over the hut that gave him 
shelter, the match it applied and there he is 
with his helpless ones, with no roof to cover 
them and not a morsel of food to stay the 
eravings of hunger. What does he do? Oh, 
well, a neighbor will let him sleep a night or 
two in an outhouse with the Dig. but he is 
foreed to take to the hedge, finally, throw a 
few sticks together and craw! under, with the 
earth forabed. Then his wife and children 
and himself go from house to house, getting a 
morsel of food here and a morsel there from 
big-hearted neighbors who can scarcely spare 
even that morsel. The „ the sick, the 
young none are spared. It is no uncommon 
hing for aman, woman or child to die upon 
the roadside within twenty-four hours of their 
heartiess eviction,’’ 


A HEARTLESS SYSTEM. 

„Just how fiendish the thing is, said 
McAntee, ‘‘may be judged from the fact that 
hundreds of pounds are squandered in cases 
where the apparent p ose is to collect a few 
paltry pounds ot rent, but where there is no 
expectation of accomplishing anything but the 
outsett of the tenant and the destruction of 
bis rude shelter. Why, there is an illustration 
of that recently at Donegal where £600 were 
spent to evict fora back rental of £18. Only 
six weeks ago there was a case in County 
Kerry, where twelve families owed an average 


ot £6 each. I was one of a party of 100 men who 


were sent there and kept afortnight. The 
people could not pay because the land 
was so barren it would pot produce anything. 
The people of that whole section are in a most 
deplorable state. I saw about 2,000 of the in- 
habitants, and out of the whole lot there were 
not twenty who hada pair of boots on. We 
had to divide with them the lunches we car- 
ried in our haversacks. When we got a chanee 
we would slip a bit to them and they would 
devour it ravenously. Isaw a widow whose 
child was very sick go to the landlord and beg 
for God’s sake to be allowed to remain afew 
days tili the child could improve, but the 
answer was, ‘No; not if you were my Own 
mother.’ But speaking of the great sums of 
money thus expended to effect such purposes, 
they have all to be * dy the people them- 
selves in the form o 
A ‘POLICE TAX.’ 

Such oecurrences as these are not at all unn- 
sual. They happen every 29 Indeed, the 

ople are so accustomed to them that they 

ve actually forgotten to be shocked by them. 
But although every case is bad enough, we 
now and then saw cases, the circumstances 
attending which were enough to melt a heart 
ot rack. Sometimes the police get permigsion 
to subscribe to a purse to save the evicted 
family from starvation. “It was not Jong ago 
that a woman was being put ont at Carrick- 
more Oross, She was very feeble and had a 
family of small children, one of them 
sick. There was an old broken pot 
alongside the house, and as the men fle 
they each dropped what they could spare and 
the priest took it up and carried it to the 
woman, adding his own mitetoit. Bat we 
might go on and give you such instances a 
the score. If it was not for the boys and gir 
who come to America and send back home all 
they can save, things would be much worse 
than they are. But it seems a shame 
that this mone ‘go there, 
t goes into the pockets 
of the landlords. I remember one woman 
about to be evicted, who pleaded very hard 
for time enough to write to America to her 
son, This boon was granted her, and she 
must have deemed herseif very fortunate in- 
deed, because it was a great act of indui- 
gence.’’

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THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Technical Examinations Not Required Under 
the New Rules. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTou. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., May 9.—The new rules 
prepared by the Civil Service Commission 
have been criticised on the ground that they 
would prevent the promotion of aged and 
capable men in the departments, by requiring 
them to undergo competitive examination. 
Commissioner Oberly said yesterday that the 
examinations for promotions in the depart- 


ments would not be made technical. The 
questions are to be prepared by persons 
ofthe bureau where promotions are to be 
made and arranged with reference to the 
duties to be performed. is will give the ex- 
perienced men an advantage over the new- 
comers to which their service would seem to 
entitle them. Complaints have been made fre- 
uently by the opponents of the ciyil-service 
uw that the examinations for appointnients 
and promotions were purely technical. This 
will be remedied so far as promotions are 
concerned. They did not ink it wise to 
change the present system of examination 
or appointments. The practical work in the 
departments can be learned only by ex- 
2 and it would not be fair, they say, 
expect of a beginner very much knowledge 
of the details of departmental service. 
making tbe examinations for promotion thor- 
oughly practical, the Commissioners believe 
that they have adopted the best means for 
strengthening the service and removed a se- 
rious Cause for complaint.

OF A CLEVER TRICK. 


The Way in Which Young Armour, Who 
Gulled People Easily, Was Himself Gulled 
by a Fellow-Prisoner at the Four Courts— 
Robbed of a Diamond Stud by a Forged 
Order Purporting to Come From the 
Jailer—How Prentice Tiller, the No- 
torious Express Thief, Was Worked ip 
the Same Way—Queer Stories. 


Even in jail crooks manage to steal from 
and defraud their fellow-prisoners. It is a 
rather risky thing fora manto undertake to 
‘‘turn a trick“ in prison whea there is no way 
of his getting out of the institution with his 
plunder, but men can be occasionally found 
who attempt it, and succeed, too. A trick of 
this kind was turned in jail the other day and 
W. H. Armour, alias Pullen, was the victim. 
He is a very smooth, slick young man, 
who, in company with one T. T. Johnson, was 
arrested by the police a little over a week ago 
on suspicion of being engaged in a crooked 
mercantile business. They had an office here 
and sent circulars around the country to mer- 
chants in various small towns, requesting con- 
signments of gcods to sell on commissian, 
and offering the firms large returns. The 
goods they would get and sell, and send the 
merchants their notes for sixty or ninety days. 
The tirm referred to the Dun and Brad- 
street Commercial Agencies as references, 
and it was through these agencies that 
the police were induced to look inte the mat- 
ter. Nothing was known ofthe firm by the 
agencies, and when they had received a num- 
ber of communications asking information 
about the house of W. H. Armour & Co., as 
the firm was styled, their suspicions were 
aroused and they notified the police that they 
thought the firm was illegitimate. When the 
authorities tooked into the matter, they came 
to the conclusion that the scheme was to get 
all the goods the firm could within forty 
or fifty days and sell them, and then

is the third prisoner who has been worked“ 
in this way since Mr. Siegmund has been 
jailer. Prentice Tiller, the express clerk who 
made such a haul, only to be afterward cap- 
tured in Wisconsin with the ‘*boodle,’’ was 
done up to the tune of $0. He had been given 
the money by a friend to enable him to pur- 
chase cigars and other little luxuries of jail 
life, and one of the prisoners came to him with 
a forged order instructing him to turn over all 
money and valuables to the bearer. The $10 
was immediately produced, and when Tiller 
learned that he had been gulled he was so 
ashamed that he implored the guarde never to 
mention the fact. Before that time another 
prisoner was cheated in exact the same 
manner out ofa diamond breastpin, which he 
claimed was worth $60, and a ring.

RENEWAL OF THE ’FRISCO STOCK AND 
TRANSFER BOOK CONTROVERSY. 


Judge Seddon Grants a Writ Directed Against 
the Company—W. C. Wilson Pushing the 
Seligmans on an Old Judgment—Judge 
Valliant’s Decision in a Suit for Rent of 
an Improper Resort—Proceedings in Di- 
vorce To-Day—Matters in Probate.

Return Home.

BALTIMORE, May 9.—A clergymen lu this city 
has just received a letter from Rome, in which 
it is stated that the health of Cardinal Gibson 
has been greatly impaired by the numerous re- 
ceptions and other ceremonies in which he has 
deen constrained to participate while abroad. 
Besides this, the writer says, the climate 
nils never agreed with the Archbishop, and 


therefore he has concluded to return home as 
soon as possible. Another matter which 
causes the Cardinal to hasten his return is the 
obligation he made to Bishop Gross of Oregon, 
to confer upon him the pallium. This cere- 
mony was to have been performed several 
months ago, but it was deferred when the Car- 
dinal was summoned to Rome. 

The question of the Knights of Labor and 
the Church, the writer says, has nothing to do 
with the early return of tne Cardinal, since all 
necessary intovmation on this subject could 
be obtained by cable or letter. Preparations 
are being made for a public reception to be ten- 
dered the Cardinal upon his arrival here. The 
various Catholic organizutions will escort him 
from the depot to the cathedral, where 
a canonical ei ea will take lace 
according to the Roman pontifical 
order decreeing the manner of welcome 
to be observed on the return of a Cardinal. 
Immediately after the Cardinal’s return, one 
of the rooms in the Archepiscopal residence 
will be fitted — for the use of the Pope, 
should he ever visit this city. The Vatican re-

INTENTION TO JOIN THE LEAGUE.

The Athleties and the Mets Said to Be In- 
volved in the Deal—A Big Base Ball 
Scheme—Abusing the Browns—Probabil- 
ities in the Big Kentucky Race—‘‘Macon” 
Tells a Funny Story—Chaff and Chat of 
the Diamond.

New YorK, May 9.—For the past few days 


base ball circles have been agitated by rumors 
of another mammoth deal in which the League 
and American Association are both said to be 
interested. Very few people had any idea of 
what the deal would consist. Yesterday m- 
formation of a more direct nature was ob- 
tained, and it was asserted that the League 
contemplated taking Cincinnati into the fold 
in exchange for Indianapolis. It has long 
been known that Cincinnati is anxious to have 
a League Club, and notlonger than a year ago 
a deal was made by which the Oincinnatis 
were to join the parent body. Atthattime H. 
V. Lucas was considering the advisability of 
leaving the League and through him the 
negotiations were in the main conducted, It 
was a rainy Sunday evening just after the 
spring meeting of 1886 that Mr. Lucas, in the 
presence of Gus Schmelz, exhibited the papers 
and telegrams relating to the deal and then 
told the story of the negotiations. The pub- 
lication of the story on the following morning 
surprised and caused 
GREAT CONSTERNATION 

in the ranks of the magnates and led to the 
abolition of the designed transfer of the St. 
Louis players to Cincinnati. Had that 
deal been consummated Glasscock, Dunlap, 
Denny and Boyle would now be play- 
ing with the Cincinnati Club. President 
Spalding of Chicago has since told ont of his 
trusted employes that the publication partly 
caused the abandonment of the plans. But 
altogether Mr. Lucas is no longer a factor in 
base ball. His influence with certain people 
has been felt, and the old Union gang’’ are 
again making overtures to secure a League 
club, and it reports are true, have succeeded. it 
seems that in the spring of 1886 it was known 


+ thatthe St. Louis Maroons were uot self-sup- 


porting, and plans were made to oust them at 
the end of the season. Indianapolis was 
quietly selected as a stop-gap to take 
the Maroon players temporarily, and 
interest in the game was worked 
up there during the season. It 


was by those means that the Hoosier 
capital secured money to buy the club in the 
face of the well-known fact thataclub cannot 
be supported there on a 50-cent tariff. The 
League, however, is satisfied to stand a loss 
until a final settlement was made. This has 
now been accomplished, it is said, and the In- 
dianapolis team will next year represent Cin- 
cinnati.

On that 
day President Robinson of Cleveland and Jus- 
tus Thorner of Cincinnati met Mr. Wiman, 
Lew Simmons and Charles Byrne atthe Brook - 
lyn-Mets game and a secret meeting was held 
the same night. It was also said that rmis- 
sion was obtained only after the Mets and 
Athletics had been guaranteed that no obsta- 
cles would be placed in their way in case they 
desired to dispose of their clubs. It has also 
been asserted that Mr. Simmons and Mr. 
Wiman then understood thateach desired to 
dispose of his club, Simmons of the Athletics 
and Wiman ofthe Mets. THE PoSsT-DISPATCH 
reporter’s informant said yesterday:
